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Rash  of 
tenant 
evictions  in 
Richmond; 
82-year-old 
gets  boot

Until  this  month,  82-year-old 
Nadine  Kalinin  was  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  living  out  her  life  in  the 
three-room  flat  on  Ninth  Avenue 
that  she  has  rented  for  the  past  20 
years  -  then  she  was  served  with 
an  eviction  notice. 

When  the  notice  came  in  early 
June,  it  left  the  octogenarian  in  a 
state  of  shock  because  she  says 
the  owners  assured  her  she  could 
stay  when  the  two-unit  building 
was  sold. 

“The  previous  owners  indicat¬ 
ed  she  could  stay  if  the  house 
was  sold,  but  there  was  nothing 
in  writing,”  said  son-in-law 
Gregory  Ondera. 

Normally,  she  could  have 
stayed  under  local  rent  control 
ordinances,  but  the  new  owner  of 
the  property,  Andrew  Mand- 
olene,  invoked  a  seldom-used 
state  law  to  evict  Kalinin,  along 
with  a  family  of  three  living  in  a 
second  unit  in  the  building. 

“I  couldn’t  believe  it,”  said 
Kalinin,  shaking  her  head. 

Moving  out  of  the  three-room 
flat  will  mean  major  lifestyle 
changes  for  Kalinin,  ones  she 
does  not  welcome.  Although  she 
takes  medication  for  what  she  de¬ 
scribes  as  “nervous  attacks,”  her 
eyes  light  up  when  she  talks 
about  walking  to  a  nearby 
Russian  restaurant  for  dinner. 

When  Kalinin’s  husband  died 
seven  years  ago  and  her  health 
began  to  fail,  assistance  with  gro¬ 
cery  shopping  and  light  house 
cleaning  allowed  her  to  stay  in 
the  flat  and  retain  her  indepen¬ 
dence.  But  Kalinin  says  that 
moving  out  of  the  flat  would 
mean  losing  more  than  her  inde¬ 
pendence,  it  will  also  rob  her  of 
comforting  memories. 

“I  just  feel  my  husband  is  with 
me  here.  I  don’t  want  to  move,” 
Kalinin  said. 

Telephone  calls  to  the  new 
owner,  Andrew  Mandolene,  went 
unanswered,  but  his  attorney, 
Denise  Leadbetter,  said  Kalinin 
is  being  well  compensated  for  the 
’move. 

“A  confidentiality  agreement 
prevents  me  from  discussing  the 
terms,  however,  I  can  tell  you  she 
is  being  highly  remunerated  for 
her  move  to  Mill  Valley,”  Lead- 
better  said. 

The  new  owner  of  the  proper¬ 
ty  intends  to  move  into  the  flats, 
she  said. 

The  law  Mandolene  used  to

Red  Panda 


Acrobats 
perform  on 
national 
television

The  Red  Panda  Acrobats,  Wayne  and  Nancy  Huey,  who  were  professionally  trained  in 
China,  perform  locally  as  well  as  on  national  television. 


Learning  to  ride  a  seven- 
and-a-half-foot  tall  unicycle 
can  be  a  difficult  endeavor. 
Throwing  rice  bowls  off  your 
foot  and  landing  them  on  your 
head  while  riding  one  is  a  feat 
only  accomplished  by  some  of 
the  world’s  best  acrobats. 

Nancy  Huey  from  the  Red 
Panda  Acrobats  is  the  only  per¬ 
son  to  ever  launch  six  bowls 
and  successfully  catch  them. 


She  also  holds  the  world  record 
for  balancing  a  total  of  33  bowls 
on  her  head. 

Both  records  were  set  during 
a  taping  of  a  “Guiness  TV” 
show  that  aired  Sept.  21.  The 
previous  record  for  bowls 
thrown  at  once,  which  was  held 
by  a  male  acrobat,  was  five. 


Huey,  who  moved  to  the 
United  States  from  China  seven 
years  ago  with  her  husband 
Wayne,  has  been  practicing  the 
unicycle  and  other  acrobatic 
routines  for  23  years. 

“I  started  when  I  was  sev¬ 
en,”  she  said.  “I’m  a  fourth 
generation  acrobat  and  learned 


most  of  what  I  know  from  my 
parents.” 

Huey  said  at  the  taping  she 
was  nervous  and  was  not  sure  if 
she  could  set  the  record. 

“However,  all  my  years  of 
training,  hard  work,  sacrifices

Shelley  touts  legislature's  achievements

About  30  people  attended  a  September  16 
Town  Hall  Forum  in  the  Richmond  District  to 
hear  Assemblyman  Kevin  Shelley  tout  the  ac¬ 
complishments  of  a  recently  concluded  leg¬ 
islative  session  and  watch  the  presentation  of 
a  plaque  honoring  outgoing  Richmond 
District  Police  Capt.  Richard  Horn. 

“The  most  important  bill  passed  this  ses¬ 
sion  was  AB  1160,  the  most  comprehensive 
nursing-hot©e  legislation  ever  passed,” 
Shelley  said. 

The  measure  calls  for  an  increase  in  staff 
to  care  for  elderly  persons  in  nursing  homes, 
increases  wages  for  staff  and  overhauls  the 
state’s  payment  reimbursement  procedures. 


Shelley  also  said  the  state  has  agreed  to 
provide  some  funding  for  the  continued  oper¬ 
ation  of  Mt.  Zion  Hospital,  but  that  money 
may  not  be  enough  to  save  the  hospital  be¬ 
cause  UCSF  Vice  Chancellor  Lee  Goldman 
made  a  recommendation  to  close  it  Sept.  23. 

Shelley  said  major  strides  were  taken  to 
improve  education  in  the  legislative  session, 
with  major  bills  being  passed  that  increase 
peer  review  for  teachers,  increase  reading 
programs  in  the  state  and  developing  a  system 
for  ranking  the  state’s  school  systems. 

Other  important  legislation  passed  in  the 
last  election  cycle  include  bills  that  deal  with 
HMO  reform.  With  the  governor’s  signature, 
a  system  will  be  put  in  place  where  HMO 
customers  can  get  a  separate  review  if  they 


are  rejected  medical  services.  As  well,  pa¬ 
tients  will  be  guaranteed  the  right  to  a  second 
opinion  and  the  right  to  sue  if  a  denial  of 
medical  services  results  in  death  or  injury. 

Shelley,  the  majority  floor  leader  of  the 
Assembly  (the  second  most  powerful  position 
behind  the  Speaker),  also  said  steps  have  been 
taken  to  correct  an  "undercount”  in  the  1990 
census.  He  estimates  that  the  state  lost  some 
$3  billion  in  federal  funds,  and  a  loss  of  repre¬ 
sentation  in  Washington,  D.C.,  because  of  the 
undercount. 

A  task  force  will  work  with  federal  census 
takers  to  help  ensure  that  all  of  the  state’s 
people  are  counted.  Twenty-live  million  dol-

and  hardships  paid  off,”  she  said. 
“I  was  fortunate  to  have  the 
chance  to  set  the  record.” 

Huey  was  a  member  of  the 
Taiyuan  Acrobats  and  Shanghai 
Acrobats  troupes  in  China  before 
she  formed  the  Red  Panda 
Acrobats  with  her  husband  in 
1991. 

“There  are  acrobatic  troupes 
in  every  Chinese  Province,”  she 
said.  “It’s  as  big  as  basketball  or 
football  in  America.” 

Wayne  Huey’s  training  began 
after  high  school  when  he  decid¬ 
ed  to  move  to  Taiwan. 

“I’m  a  late  bloomer,”  he  said. 
“I  dropped  everything  and  basi¬ 
cally  joined  the  circus.  My  par¬ 
ents  didn’t  approve,  but  this  is 
what  I  wanted  to  do  for  a  living.” 

Huey,  who  is  a  San  Francisco 
native,  started  his  training  at  a 
school  in  Taiwan  15  years  ago. 
Despite  having  fundamental 
skills  from  years  of  high  school 
sports  (wrestling,  gymnastics  and 
cross  country)  and  martial  arts, 
the  transition  was  somewhat 
bumpy  and  bruising. 

“Early  on  I  kept  hurting  my¬ 
self  trying  to  do  what  the  12- 
year-olds  (with  years  of  experi¬ 
ence)  were  doing,”  he  said. 
“Also,  every  time  I  messed  up 
the  instructor  would  whack  me 
with  a  stick.” 

After  two  years  of  training  at 
the  Taiwan  school,  Huey  moved 
on  to  another  acrobat  school  in 
China  for  five  more  years  of 
training.  He  met  his  wife  while 
attending  this  school.  The  couple 
now  lives  in  the  Sunset  District. 

Huey  said  prospective  stu¬ 
dents  need  to  meet  several  strin¬ 
gent  fitness  and  flexibility  re¬ 
quirements  before  they  can  be 
accepted  into  an  acrobatic  school

in  China. 

“Once  accepted,  students  pass 
through  four  stages  of  training 
which  are  tumbling,  handstand 
training,  stretching  and  dance,” 
he  said.  “After  you  complete 
these  stages,  you  go  on  to  train  in 
whatever  area  of  specialty  you 
choose.” 

Huey’s  area  of  specialty, 
which  is  his  feature  act  during 
Red  Panda  performances,  is  bar¬ 
rel  contortions.  During  this  rou¬ 
tine,  he  folds,  stretches  and  twists 
his  body  in  a  small  barrel  with  a 
1 3-and-a-half-inch  diameter 
opening  at  each  end.  It  also  in¬ 
volves  several  handstand  varia¬ 
tions. 

Some  of  the  other  acts  that  the 
duo  includes  in  their  perfor¬ 
mances  are  Chinese  magic,  jug¬ 
gling,  Chinese  yo-yo  and  balanc¬ 
ing  acts.  Occasionally  the  Hueys 
hire  other  acrobats  to  assist  them, 
but  most  performances  are  done 
alone. 

“In  the  balancing  act  I  have  a 
ladder  on  each  side  of  me  that  I 
stand  on  while  balancing  glass 
panels,  lit  candles  and  glasses  of 
water  on  my  head,”  Wayne  said. 
All  the  items  rest  on  a  single  sup¬ 
port  post  that  Huey  places  on  his 
forehead  while  tilting  it  back. 

One  of  Red  Panda’s  magic 


tricks  involves  transforming  a 
bowl  of  rice  into  water  and  then 
back  to  rice.  The  variety  of  yo-yo 
tricks  performed  by  Nancy  Huey 
includes  complex  flips,  catches 
and  spins  around  her  body. 

Wayne  Huey  said  the  name 
Red  Panda  has  dual  significance. 

“The  color  red  represents 
more  than  5,000  years  of  history 
in  China  and  is  symbolic  of  good 
luck,”  he  said.  “The  panda  is  a 
treasured  animal  throughout 
China.” 

Aside  from  Red  Panda, 
Wayne  Huey  is  also  active  in 
several  Bay  Area  dance  troupes 
and  a  Golden  Gate  Park  Tai  Chi 
group. 

“Tai  Chi  has  taught  me  how  to 
relax  and  feel  comfortable  on 
stage  through  controlled  breath¬ 
ing,”  he  said.  “I  have  a  lot  of  re¬ 
spect  for  Sifu  Bill  Chen  (Huey’s 
Tai  Chi  instructor).  He’s  in  his 
‘70s  but  moves  like  someone  in 
their  ‘40s.” 

Nancy  Huey  said  despite  be¬ 
ing  one  of  the  only  Chinese  acro¬ 
batic  troupe’s  in  the  Bay  Area, 
Red  Panda  has  had  its  ups  and 
downs. 

“It’s  really  hard  to  make  a  liv¬ 
ing  doing  this,”  she  said.  “You 
have  to  believe  in  yourself  and 
persist  through  hard  times.” 


Wayne  Huey  said  Red  Panda’s 
acts  do  not  stray  far  from  their 
roots. 

“The  core  of  our  routines  are 
based  solely  on  what  we  were 
taught,  but  we  use  some  imagina¬ 
tion  to  refine  it  to  our  own 
styles,”  he  said.  “We  always  give 
each  other  suggestions  and  feed¬ 
back  because  having  someone 
watching  you  creates  another 
perspective  on  how  to  improve.” 

The  Hueys  performance  cred¬ 
its  include  appearances  on 
Nashville  Television’s  “Crook  & 
Chase  Show,”  London  Televis¬ 
ion’s  “Incredible  Acrobats,” 


Chicago  Television’s  “Bozo  the 
Clown  Show,”  “New  Ed  Sullivan 
Show”  and  “Mornings  Live  on 
2.” 

Nancy  Huey’s  favorite  perfor¬ 
mance  was  for  actor  Billy 
Crystal’s  birthday  party  in 
Beverly  Hills.  Wayne  Huey’s 
highlight  was  a  stint  of  perfor¬ 
mances  at  Florida’s  Walt  Disney 
World. 

In  addition  to  regular  perfor¬ 
mances,  the  Hueys  can  also  be 
hired  for  corporate  events,  fairs, 
festivals,  parties  and  conven¬ 
tions.

In  addition  to  the  original 
charges,  the  suspect  was  booked 
for  threatening  a  police  officer. 

Aggravated  Assault  with  a 
Weapon;  August  1;  9:06  p.m.; 
John  F.  Kennedy  Drive,  Golden 
Gate  Park 

Officers  found  the  victim  ly¬ 
ing  on  the  ground  next  to  the 
front  door  of  his  residence.  He 
said  four  men  assaulted  him 
when  he  was  hanging  out  in  the 
park.  The  officers  continued  to 
talk  to  the  victim  as  paramedics 
arrived  and  treated  him. 

The  victim  told  officers  that 
he  was  drinking  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  with  the  four  men  when  an 
argument  began.  The  confronta¬ 
tion,  which  involved  the  victim 
being  pitted  against  all  of  the 
suspects,  escalated  into  a  physi¬ 
cal  confrontation. 

The  suspects  punched,  kicked 
and  hit  the  victim  with  fallen  tree 
branches  until  he  was  uncon¬ 
scious.  The  victim  said  he  woke 
up  about  an  hour  later. 

After  the  victim  gave  officers 
the  suspects’  names  and  descrip¬ 
tions,  the  officers  broadcast  the 
information.

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Legislative 
session  was 
productive 

Assemblyman  Kevin  Shelley  ^ 


The  job  of  the 
Majority 
Leader  of 
the  Assembly  is  to 
advance  the  policy 
agenda  of  the 
Assembly.  In  that 
regard,  I  am  proud 
to  have  played  a 
part  in  achieving 
one  of  the  most  productive  leg¬ 
islative  sessions  on  record. 

Working  with  a  new  governor, 
the  legislature  made  real  progress 
on  education  and  health  care  re¬ 
form.  For  the  first  time  in  more 
than  a  decade,  we  have  truly 
started  down  the  road  of  reform¬ 
ing  the  way  in  which  we  care  for 
our  seniors  in  nursing  homes. 

Improving  education  was  the 
top  priority  for  both  the  governor 
and  legislature.  Statewide,  we 
provided  an  additional  $2.6  bil¬ 
lion  for  the  state’s  public  schools, 
as  well  as  requiring  exit  exams 
for  graduating  high  school  se¬ 
niors  and  peer  assistance  and  re¬ 
view  between  teachers  -  all 
aimed  at  giving  children  the  best 
educational  opportunities. 

As  part  of  the  education  bud¬ 
get,  we  also  passed  legislation 
that  gives  local  school  districts 
the  discretion  to  prioritize  blocks 
of  funding  for  their  locally  tai¬ 
lored  programs. 

Academics  were  not  the  only 
thing  on  the  education  agenda, 
however.  The  environment  in 
which  our  children  learn  and 
their  ability  to  safely  go  to  and 
from  school  are  of  equal  impor¬ 
tance.  Recognizing  these  needs,  I 
introduced  the  Healthy  Schools 
Act  (AB  1207),  now  on  the  gov¬ 
ernor’s  desk,  which  will  make 
our  schools  safer  for  children  by 
informing  parents  and  teachers 
about  pesticide  use  on  school 
grounds. 


A  study  by  the  California 
Public  Interest  Research  Group 
showed  that  87  percent  of  school 
districts  surveyed  use  one  or 
more  pesticides  that  are  known 
or  believed  to  cause  cancer. 

Parents  have  the  right  to  know 
what  is  happening  to  their  chil¬ 
dren’s  campuses,  whether  it’s 
what’s  being  served  for  lunch  or 
whether  it’s  that  a  Category  1, 
acute-nerve  toxin  is  being 
sprayed  on  the  soccer  field. 

Other  legislation,  Safe  Routes 
to  School,  appropriates  $17.3 
million  of  federal  funds  to  local 
governments  for  increased  pedes¬ 
trian  student  safety,  including 
safer  bike  routes,  sidewalks  and 
more  street  lights  and  stop  lights. 

Although  education  was  top 
priority,  other  issues  were  not  ig¬ 
nored.  I  am  proud  of  my  AB 
1160,  a  major  reform  of  the 
state’s  nursing  home  laws. 

The  bill  will  increase  penalties 
for  nursing  homes  that  violate 
state  regulations,  establish  a  new 
way  to  reimburse  nursing  homes 
that  put  the  needs  of  each  patient 
first  and  increase  the  amount  of 
time  nursing  home  staff  spends 
with  each  patient. 

Also  passed  by  the  legislature 
was  a  substantial  package  of 
meaningful  health  care  reform 
measures  ensuring  that  con¬ 
sumers  of  health  care  get  the  ser¬ 
vices  they  pay  for  and  the  access 
to  doctors  they  deserve.  The 
most  significant  pieces  of  the 


health  care  re¬ 
form  package 
now  on  the  gov¬ 
ernor’s  desk  call 
for  external  re¬ 
view  of  medical 
decisions  when 
patients  are  de¬ 
nied  care  by  their 
HMO,  state  over¬ 
sight  of  HMO  operations  and  the 
ability  of  patients  to  sue  the 
HMO. 

In  addition  to  health  care  re¬ 
form,  the  governor  also  has  an 
omnibus  nursing  home  reform 
reform  bill  (AB  1160),  which  I 
introduced  in  an  effort  to  reform 
our  nursing  home  system  in  the 
state. 

A  general  accounting  office 
report  last  year  decried  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  California’s  nursing 
homes,  starting  that  one  in  three 
posed  serious  or  potentially  life- 
threatening  situations  to  its  resi¬ 
dents.  We  now  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  improve  the  quality  of  life 
for  this  state’s  nursing  home  resi¬ 
dents. 

Important  labor  and  civil  law 
changes  also  came  out  of  this 
year’s  session,  including  a  return 
of  the  8-hour  day  for  workers,  al¬ 
lowing  workers  more  flexibility 
to  sue  for  age  discrimination  and 
an  increase  in  worker's  compen¬ 
sation  benefits. 

Significant  environmental  leg¬ 
islation  also  passed  through  both 
houses.  The  governor  received 
legislation  to  expand  California’s 
current  consumer  bottle  recycling 
system  and  to  beef  up  the  amount 
of  solid  waste  headed  for  recy¬ 
cling  by  state  agencies. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  accom¬ 
plishments  of  the  legislature  this 
year  and  I  look  forward  to  pick¬ 
ing  up  where  we  left  off  next 
year. 


I  have  wanted  to 
touch  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  housing 
for  seniors  in  San 
Francisco  for  some 
time,  but  I  have  hesi¬ 
tated  because  the 
conversation  would 
be  rather  brief.  In 
short,  there  is  not  much  housing 
available  in  San  Francisco  and 
the  cost  of  what  is  available 
seems  an  insurmountable  prob¬ 
lem  to  most  seniors. 

However,  there  are  some  ways 
in  which  the  Richmond’s  Senior 
Central,  a  program  of  the  Family 
Service  Agency  of  San 
Francisco,  is  helping  with  this 
problem. 

While  we  cannot  create  new 
housing,  we  can  help  to  coordi¬ 
nate  the  open  waiting  lists  for 
housing  with  the  rest  of  the 
Senior  Central  programs  in  the 
city,  the  Commission  on  the 
Aging  and  the  Mayor’s  Office  on 
Housing.

Many 
will  find  themselves  in 
a  facility  for  a  couple 
of  months  while  they 
recuperate  from  a  bro¬ 
ken  hip  or  illness  and 
return  to  their  familiar 

homes. 

The  Richmond  Senior  Central 
is  developing  a  series  of  commu¬ 
nity  education  classes  where  se¬ 
niors  and  adults  with  senior  par¬ 
ents  can  learn  more  about  plan¬ 
ning  for  the  future  and  their  op¬ 
tions,  as  they  grow  older.

Church  Rebounds 
From  ‘89  Quake 

The  flock  at  St.  Peter’s 
Episcopal  Church  is  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  moving  up  -  maybe  not 
up  to  the  Pearly  Gates  just  yet  - 
but  up  out  of  the  basement 
they’ve  called  home  for  the  past 
1 0  years. 

After  being  forced  into  the 
basement  of  their  church  after  the 
1 989  Loma-Prieta  Earthquake, 
church  members  will  unveil 
plans  Oct.  17  to  restore  the  86- 
year-old  church,  located  on  29th 
Avenue  near  Clement  Street.  The 
site  is  one  of  the  last  examples  of 
English-countryside-parish- 
church  architecture  left  in  the 
Bay  Area. 

The  site  was  badly  damaged 
in  the  earthquake  and  the  church 
was  almost  forced  to  close  its 
doors  for  good,  but  the  “feisty” 
congregation  did  some  seismic 
reinforcing  of  the  damaged 
church’s  basement  and  continued 
worshiping. 

Father  David  Rickey,  rector  at 
St.  Peter’s,  asked  architects  to 
keep  music  in  mind  when  they 
redid  the  plans  because  the 
church  sports  a  powerful  pipe  or¬ 
gan. 

“We  have  a  tradition  to  up¬ 
hold,”  Rickey  said.

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Skate  Patrol  creates  safe  environment  for  skaters

Living  in  San  Francisco  pro¬ 
vides  a  wealth  of  exciting  activi¬ 
ties  available  year-round.  And 
for  those  who  enjoy  rollerskating 
or  rollerblading,  or  have  always 
wanted  to  try  it,  a  safe  and  fun 
environment  has  been  created  in 
Golden  Gate  Park. 

On  Sunday  afternoons,  John 
F.  Kennedy  Drive  between 
Stanyan  Street  and  25th  Ave¬ 
nue/Crossover  Drive  is  closed  to 
automobile  traffic  and  reserved 
for  walkers,  runners,  cyclists, 
skaters  and  others  who  wish  to 
enjoy  the  park  free  of  traffic.  And 


right  in  the  middle  of  it  all,  at 
Sixth  Avenue,  you  will  find  a 
long-standing  free  skating  area 
organized  by  the  San  Francisco 
Skate  Patrol. 

Founded  in  1979,  the  San 
Francisco  Skate  Patrol  is  the 
brainchild  of  coordinator  David 
Miles.  Miles,  who  wanted  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  carefree,  creative  environ¬ 
ment  for  skaters  of  all  ages,  has 
transformed  his  love  of  skating 
into  a  world-renown  organiza¬ 
tion. 

Skaters,  or  “skate  dancers,” 
run  the  gamut  from  small  chil¬ 
dren  to  active  seniors. 

“We’re  from  every  walk  of 


life  and  skating  is  enough  to 
draw  us  together,”  Miles  said. 
“People  are  looking  for  some¬ 
thing  to  belong  to,  be  in,  and  be 
comfortable.  This  is  the  only 
thing  that  has  nothing  to  do  with 
race,  money,  cars  or  clothing.” 

Members  of  the  patrol  -  made 
up  of  a  coordinator  (Miles),  team 
captains  and  adult  and  youth 
members  -  are  all  trained  in  first 
aid  and  CPR  and  usually  the  first 
people  on  scene  when  an  acci¬ 
dent  occurs.  Medical  supplies  are 
donated. 

“We’re  pretty  much  an  au¬ 
tonomous  group.  We  do  what  we 
do  with  the  blessing  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department, 
which  doesn’t  provide  money, 
support,  or  anything,”  Miles  said.

From  Recreation  to 
Competition 

The  lively  music,  which  spurs 
on  the  skaters,  is  as  diverse  as  the 
participants.  Tunes  that  were 
played  on  a  small  radio  20  years 
ago  now  emanate  from  a  large 
stereo  powered  by  recycled  deep- 
cycle  marine  batteries,  similar  to 
a  car  battery,  which  conforms 
with  park  rules  prohibiting  am¬ 
plified  music. 

Miles  operates  the  system  and 
allows  others  to  bring  their  music 
of  choice,  but  draws  the  line  with 
profanity  or  offensive  lyrics. 

“I  always  choose  music  peo¬ 
ple  can  dance  too,”  he  said.  “A 
lot  of  times  people  will  bring 
music  not  appropriate  to  the 
park.  There  are  tourists  and  fami¬ 
lies  enjoying  it  out  there,  and  we 
don’t  want  to  offend  them.” 

Although  the  most  popular 
skating  equipment  is  in-line 
skates,  there  has  been  a  resur¬ 
gence  of  the  old  rollerskate 
styles.  Footwear  aside,  the  focus 
remains  on  dancing  and  move¬ 
ment.  Recently,  Golden  Gate 
Park  played  host  to  the  Great 
Skate  Freestyle  Dance  Skating 
Championships,  a  regional  event 
that  ends  in  a  national  champi¬ 
onship. 

Community  Oriented 
Activities 

Beside  skating  in  the  park, 
one  of  the  biggest  events  orga¬ 
nized  by  the  the  SF  Skate  Patrol 
is  Friday  Night  Skate,  which  ini¬ 
tially  began  with  a  small  group 
of  15  to  30  skaters  and  now  has 
between  700  to  800  participants. 

Skaters  meet  in  the  parking  lot 
at  Bryant  Street  and  the 
Embarcadero,  on  Friday  night  at 
8:30  p.m.,  and  zigzag  throughout 
the  city’s  neighborhoods. 

Although  safety  is  a  priority  at 
Friday  Night  Skate,  you  don’t 
have  to  be  an  expert  skater  to 
participate.  The  only  rule  is  that 
you  must  be  able  to  stop  and 
skate  up  hills  on  your  own. 

The  Friday  Night  Skate  has 
become  so  popular,  in  fact,  that 
similar  skates  have  popped  up  in 
New  York,  Amsterdam,  Paris  and 
Frankfurt,  where  they  sometimes 
have  thousands  of  participants. 

“It's  almost  a  new  movement 
and  all  based  on  what  we  are  do¬ 
ing  here,”  Miles  said. 

A  monster  Friday  Night  Skate 
will  be  held  on  Friday,  Oct. 29 
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Hundreds  of  people  take  to 
the  skates  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  on  Sundays. 

where  an  estimated  1 ,500  skaters 
from  around  the  world  dressed  in 
costume  will  descend  on  the 
City.  On  Halloween  night  there 
will  also  be  the  “Haunting  of 
Golden  Gate  Park”  with  perfor¬ 
mances  from  the  winners  of  the 
skating  championships,  then  a  re¬ 
peat  of  the  Friday  Night  Skate 
going  up  into  the  Castro. 

In  addition  to  bringing  recog¬ 
nition  to  the  sport  over  the  past 
20  years.  Miles,  who  is  president 
of  the  California  Outdoor 
Rollerskating  Association  and 
co-chairman  of  the  San  Francisco 
Skate  Advisory  Committee,  has 
been  successful  in  convincing  the 
SF  Board  of  Supervisors  to  im¬ 
plement  a  one-year  pilot  skate 
transit  program  to  study  a  pro¬ 
posal  to  have  the  bike  lanes 
changed  to  ALT  (alternative) 
lanes  to  include  all  forms  of  al¬ 
ternative  transportation.  And, 
they  have  created  a  Skate 
Against  Violence  Campaign 
where  they  collect  and  repair  do¬ 
nated  skates  and  present  them  to 
kids  who  can’t  afford  them. 

Miles,  sometimes  referred  to 
as  the  “Godfather  of  Skating,” 
also  teaches  skating  lessons  and 
can  be  seen  on  Channel  53 
Monday  nights,  at  8:30  p.m.,  as 
the  host  of  “Skatin’  Place.”

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Deep-sea  diver  takes  the  plunge  for 
sustainable  seas  project

Maria  Brown  is  on  a  mission 
to  protect  and  educate  the  public 
about  the  wonders  of  San 
Francisco’s  coastal  waters. 

The  former  Richmond  resi¬ 
dent,  who  now  lives  at  the 
Presidio,  was  selected  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  Sustainable  Seas 
Expeditions  Project  as  a  deep  sea 
diver.  The  project  is  sponsored 
by  the  National  Geographic 
Society,  the  National  Oceanic 
and  Atmospheric  Administration, 
and  the  Richard  &  Rhoda 
Goldman  Fund. 

Brown,  president  of  the 
Farallones  Marine  Sanctuary 
Association,  says  part  of  her  job 
is  to  remind  the  public  that  just 
off  the  coast  is  the  largest  con¬ 
centration  of  breeding  birds  in 
the  continental  United  States  and 
the  largest  concentration  of  Blue 
Whales  in  the  world,  something 
Brown  thinks  more  Richmond 
residents  should  know  about. 

“Most  of  them  probably  don’t 
know  we  have  all  these  whales 
and  birds  out  there,”  said  Brown. 

She  says  that  diving  in  the 
Deep  Worker  2000,  a  new  1 .3- 
ton  submersible,  is  a  real  plea¬ 
sure.  The  new  vehicle,  which  has 
a  maximum  speed  of  four  knots 
and  allows  a  360  degree  perspec¬ 
tive,  can  be  operated  by  one  per¬ 
son  without  the  assistance  of  a 
professional  pilot. 

The  project  is  unusual  in  that 
it  also  involves  educators  and 
managers.  Brown  said  this  was 
the  first  program  where  educators 
were  included. 

“It  takes  research  to  another 
level.  We  need  to  take  that  infor¬ 
mation  out  to  the  public,”  Brown 
said.  “We  would  like  to  get  live 
footage  on  our  website  so  one 
can  experience  what  it  is  like  to 
be  in  a  submersible.” 

Much  of  the  diving  is  to  the 
northwest  of  San  Francisco,  at 
the  Cordell  Banks,  one  of  the 
three  National  Marine  Sanct¬ 


uaries  off  the  central  California 
coast.  Two  other  dives  are  also 
planned,  one  in  the  Gulf  of  the 
Farallones  and  the  other  in 
Monterey  Bay. 

Cordell  Banks,  which  is  cele¬ 
brating  its  tenth  anniversary  this 
month,  is  a  submerged  island 
with  a  tremendous  amount  of 
natural  diversity.  It  has  been  a 
difficult  place  to  dive  because  it 
is  offshore  with  strong  currents 
and  Great  White  Sharks  in  the 
area. 

“With  the  submersible  we  can 
stay  down  there  for  hours,” 
Brown  said.  “A  submersible  is 
the  only  way  we  can  protect  it.” 

Brown’s  sister  Candice  shares 
her  life-long  interest  in  the  sea. 

“We  wanted  to  pretend  we 
were  mermaids  (while  growing 
up),”  said  Candice.  “There  is 
something  magical  about  the 
ocean.” 

Family  vacations  were  at  the 
shoreside,  often  in  Carmel  and  in 
the  Los  Angeles  area. 

“All  of  our  vacations  revolved 
around  the  ocean,”  said  Maria. 
“The  ocean  was  a  place  to  escape 
to.  I  always  wanted  to  live  near 


the  ocean.” 

Maria  and  Candice  were 
known  as  “The  Trash  Sisters”  at 
the  Coastal  Commission  because 
they  organized  cleanups  for  trash 
and  debris  along  the  shoreline. 
Candice  was  one  of  the  first  em¬ 
ployees  of  FMSA  and  is  present¬ 
ly  working  on  her  doctoral  de¬ 
gree  in  Marine  Science 
Education  at  UC  Santa  Barbara. 

“Maria  has  always  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  ocean  and  the  envi¬ 
ronment,”  Candice  said.  “She  is 
committed  to  education  and  out¬ 
reach  programs  about  the  ocean.” 

As  a  youngster,  Maria  gath¬ 
ered  signatures  on  petitions  for 
Greenpeace  to  protect  marine  life 
and  has  been  collecting  articles 
about  marine  life  since  junior 
high  school. 

“The  plight  of  the  dolphins  at¬ 
tracted  me  to  the  ocean,”  Brown 
said.  “I  would  read  these  articles 
and  I  was  concerned  about  the 
animals  in  the  ocean.  It  shows 
the  power  of  writing.” 

Brown  went  on  to  study  con¬ 
servation  resources  at  UC

evict  Kalinin,  and  the  other  fami¬ 
ly  living  in  his  newly-acquired 
property,  is  the  Ellis  Act. 

The  13-year-old  state  law  al¬ 
lows  landlords  to  evict  all  of  the 
tenants  in  the  property  and  quit 
the  rental  business,  for  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  three  years.  The  property 
owner  can  then  either  move  into 
the  building  or  put  it  back  on  the 
market. 

The  use  of  the  little-known 
state  law  to  evict  renters  in  the 
Richmond  District  was  almost 
unheard  of  until  this  year.  From 
1995  through  December  1998,  no 
eviction  notices  were  served  on 
renters  living  in  the  Richmond 
under  the  Ellis  Act,  according  to 
data  supplied  by  the  SF  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
Board. 

However,  since  January  there 
have  been  20  rental  units 
“Ellisized"  in  the  Richmond. 

The  uptick  in  Ellis  evictions 
in  the  Richmond  corresponds  to  a 
citywide  trend.  From  1995 
through  June  of  1998,  only  15 
Ellis  evictions  were  filed  city¬ 
wide.  But  from  July  1998 
through  June  1999,  206  Ellis 
eviction  notices  were  sent  out  to 
renters. 

Limited  Income,  Lack 
of  Housing  Strands 
Seniors 

Although  Kalinin  wants  to  re¬ 
main  in  her  home,  family  mem¬ 
bers,  fearful  her  health  could  not 
withstand  a  lengthy  court  battle, 
reached  a  settlement  with  the 
new  owner.  Then  they  began  to 
look  for  another  apartment  in  the 
neighborhood.  What  they  found 
made  family  members  angry. 

It  soon  became  clear  that  the 
loss  of  her  $730  a  month  flat  was 


an  obstacle  that  could  not  be 
overcome.  Because  Kalinin,  like 
many  seniors,  lives  on  social  se¬ 
curity  and  a  small  pension,  her 
limited  income  is  not  enough  to 
pay  the  $1,300  monthly  going 
rate  for  a  one-bedroom  apartment 
in  the  neighborhood.  And  even  if 
she  could  afford  to  pay  the  higher 
rent,  with  vacancy  rates  hovering 
around  one  percent,  she  says  she 
had  no  choice  but  to  move  out  of 
the  City  and  move  in  with  her 
daughter  and  son-in-law,  Greg¬ 
ory  Ondera. 

The  lack  of  options  for  hous¬ 
ing  for  seniors  upset  Ondera. 

“Part  of  my  personal  anger  is 
that  for  such  a  diverse  city  there 
are  no  provisions  for  older  peo¬ 
ple,”  Ondera  said. 

Kalinin  is  planning  to  move 
into  their  home  in  Mill  Valley  at 
the  end  of  the  September  or  early 
October. 

Two  recent  studies  paint  a 
bleak  picture  for  all  but  the 
wealthiest  seniors  living  in  San 
Francisco. 

According  to  a  recent  report 
by  the  Association  of  Bay  Area 
Governments,  by  the  year  2000 
San  Francisco  will  have  117,000 
residents  age  65  or  older.  The 
study  focuses  on  the  lack  of  elder 
care  workers  for  this  aging  popu¬ 
lation. 

A  second  study  by  the 
National  Low  Income  Housing 
Coalition  ranked  San  Francisco 
first  in  the  nation  for  having  the 
least  affordable  housing. 

Legislature  to  Tighten 
Ellis  Act  Restrictions 

According  to  Kalinin’s  attor¬ 
ney,  Raquel  Fox,  Ellis  Act  evic¬ 
tions  are  gaining  momentum  be¬ 
cause  property  owners  are  rush¬ 
ing  to  remove  tenants  before  a 
new  state  law  takes  effect  next 
January. 

The  law  will  require  owners 
withdrawing  rental  property  from

the  market  under  the  Ellis  Act  to 
give  tenants  a  one-year  notice  in¬ 
stead  of  the  current  60-day  notice 
requirement. 

“The  state  legislature  recog¬ 
nized  that  the  Ellis  Act  was  not 
intended  as  a  means  to  circum¬ 
vent  (local)  rent  control  laws. 
People  (owners)  are  now  racing 
against  time,”  Fox  said. 

The  Ellis  Act  became  increas¬ 
ingly  attractive  to  landlords  after 
city  voters  passed  Proposition  G, 
which  took  effect  in  January. 

The  primary  target  of  Prop.  G 
was  to  close  a  loophole  that  al¬ 
lowed  owners  to  circumvent  the 
City’s  200-per-year  condomini¬ 
um  conversion  cap  by  converting 
apartments  into  tenancies-in- 
common  (TICs).  It  did  this  by 
limiting  owner  move-in  rights  to 
one  per  building.  Under  the  old 
law,  four  "partners”  could  buy  a 
four-unit  building  and  evict  all 
the  tenants  to  take  over  all  of  the 
units. 

In  addition  to  limiting  OMI 
evictions  to  one  “owner”  per 
building,  the  legislation  also  ex¬ 
tended  protection  to  the  severely 
disabled  and  seniors  who  have 
rented  long-term. 

According  to  Curt  Cournale, 
president  of  the  SF  Association 
of  Realtors,  owners  are  turning  to 
the  Ellis  Act  because,  they  have 
no  other  options. 

“This  is  the  only  venue  for 
someone  to  move  into  something 
they  own,”  Gournaie  said. 

TICs  are  one  of  the  few  ways 
people  can  obtain  home  owner¬ 
ship  in  the  City,  according  to 
Cournale. 

“The  city  government  is  doing 
nothing  to  help  new  homeown¬ 
ers,”  Cournale  said.  “TICs  are 
one  of  the  only  ways  to  do  this.”

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Best  known  for 
its  weekend 
brunches  fea¬ 
turing  sticky  buns  and 
home-baked  breads, 

Ella’s  restaurant  of¬ 
fers  dinner  and  lunch 
menus  that  are  equal¬ 
ly  impressive. 

The  restaurant  is  located  in  an  area  easi¬ 
ly  accessible  by  Muni,  but  where  street 
parking  is  rare.  Its  dining  room  seats  41 
and  connects  to  an  open  kitchen. 

Owner  Daniel  Wilser  plans  some  big 
changes  in  mid-October  that  will  effect  the 
restaurant’s  size  and  hours.  By  taking  over 
the  building  next  door,  the  restaurant’s  size 
will  double  and  its  hours  will  also  be  ex¬ 
tended. 

The  restaurant  is  named  after  owner  and 
chef  Daniel  Wilser’s  great  aunt  Ella.  He 
said  she  strongly  influenced  his  cooking 
style. 

Described  in  the  menu  as  “Neo-classi¬ 
cal  American  Cooking,”  lunches  and  din¬ 
ners  always  feature  a  chicken  pot  pie 
($9.95),  superbly  grilled  fish  and  hot  and 
hearty  soups.  Some  other  entrees  change 
every  two  weeks. 

The  large  bowl  of  lentil-vegetable  soup 
($3.95)  can  be  a  meal  in  itself.  The  duck 
with  raspberry  puree  ($14.95)  is  excellent 
and  the  fresh  sea  bass  with  a  lightly  curried 
cream  sauce  ($13.95)  is  just  as  delicious. 
The  rice  casserole  ($10)  is  made  with  corn, 
squash  and  garden  beans.  It  is  actually 
more  like  a  vegetable  risotto,  but  simply 
delicious. 

The  fabulous  breads  and  desserts  are 


created  and  baked  at 
the  restaurant.  Thick 
slices  of  white  and 
wheat  breads  were 
featured  during  my 
visit.  Desserts  include 
banana  cream  pie 
($4),  apple  ginger  pie 
($4),  mile-high  pie,  pecan  nut  pie  and 
German  chocolate  cake. 

The  menu  is  varied,  but  difficult  to  read 
because  of  its  small  scripted  text. 

Two  salad  choices  are  mixed  greens 
($3.95)  and  fresh  corn  and  cherry  tomato 
salad  ($5.50).  One  of  the  restaurant’s  most 
tempting  appetizers  is  sauteed  chicken  liv¬ 
ers  with  currants  and  sherry. 

Eight  entrees  cater  to  a  variety  of  differ¬ 
ent  tastes.  Other  choices  include  meatloaf 
with  gravy  ($11),  open  flame  broiled  burg¬ 
er  ($8.95)  and  grilled  quarter-pound  beef 
hot  dog  ($6.50)  served  with  salad  and 
potatoes  or  vegetables. 

Soups  of  the  day  on  the  lunch  menu 
range  in  price  from  $2.95  to  $3.95.  Entrees 
priced  at  $9.25  include  grilled  fish  of  the 
day  and  curried  lamb  stew  with  rice. 

Featured  breakfast  items  include  sticky 
buns  ($2.50),  buttermilk  pancakes  ($5.45), 
chicken  hash  with  eggs  ($7.50)  and  Ella’s 
granola  with  dried  cranberries  ($3.45).

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Our  rent 
control  law 
is  a  failure

In  1979  San 
Francisco  was 
the  “in”  place  to 
live.  Double-digit 
inflation  was  upon 
us,  rents  were  rising 
at  a  rapid  rate  and 
residential  vacan¬ 
cies  were  down. 

San  Francisco 
passed  an  emergency  rent  control 
ordinance  as  a  temporary  mea¬ 
sure  to  ensure  affordable  housing 
for  tenants. 

The  original  rent  control  ordi¬ 
nance  included  a  formula  for  cal¬ 
culating  a  dollar  amount  for  the 
rent  that  a  landlord  could  in¬ 
crease  the  rent.  That  number  was 
tied  to  the  Consumer  Price  Index 
(CPI),  with  floors  and  ceilings,  so 
that  there  were  minimum  and 
maximum  increases  no  matter 
how  much  the  CPI  fluctuated. 
Rental  increases  were  limited  to 
60  percent  of  CPI,  with  a  floor 
and  a  ceiling  of  4  percent  and  7 
percent.  In  1992,  the  floor  on  the 
increase  was  deleted  so  the  mini¬ 
mum  increase  can  be  less  than  4 
percent. 

The  original  intent  of  the  rent 
control  ordinance  was  to  protect 
tenants  from  escalating  rents  due 
to  inflation.  The  measure  was  in¬ 
tended  to  be  temporary  until  the 
City  could  decide  on  a  course  of 
action.  As  is  usually  the  case, 
temporary  measures  become  per¬ 
manent  once  in  place  and  so  it 
was  with  rent  control. 

The  original  rent  control  ordi¬ 
nance  exempted  smaller,  owner- 
occupied  properties  with  less 
than  four  units.  The  rationale  was 
that  owners  should  be  able  to 
choose  whom  they  want  to  live 
with  and  have  control  over  their 
principal  residence. 

In  1994,  Proposition  I  passed 
and  all  rental  properties,  includ¬ 
ing  two-  to  four-unit  buildings, 
were  placed  under  rent  control. 
Recently,  there  has  been  a  further 
strengthening  of  rent  control 
laws  with  the  addition  of  owner 
move-in  restrictions. 

Let’s  fast  forward  to  1 999. 
Inflation  is  in  check,  increasing 
about  2  to  3  percent  per  year.  But 
rents  have  risen  at  a  rapid  rate 
once  again  and  residential  vacan¬ 
cies  are  way  down.  Why  is  this 


happening  again?  Because  there 
is  a  market  force  of  supply  and 
demand  which  rent  control  laws 
cannot  regulate. 

In  1994,  the  opponents  of 
Prop.  I  were  arguing  that  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  passing  it  would  cause 
owners  of  smaller  one-  to  four- 
unit  buildings  to  pull  out  of  the 
rental  market,  thus  decreasing  the 
supply  of  rental  housing  and 
leading  to  higher  rents.  In  many 
respects,  this  has  happened. 

I  have  seen  many  owners  of 
smaller  buildings  using  the 
whole  building  to  house  extend¬ 
ed  families  instead  of  renting  to 
tenants.  This  way,  they  have 
more  control  over  the  building 
and  do  not  have  to  deal  with  rent 
control. 

In  recent  years,  purchasing 
buildings  with  multiple  partners 
and  holding  title  as  tenants-in- 
common  became  popular,  as  did 
condominium  conversions,  so 
city  government  passed  laws  to 
make  these  attempts  of  afford¬ 
able  home  ownership  much  hard¬ 
er. 

To  combat  this,  purchasers  of 
real  estate  are  using  a  state  law, 
the  Ellis  Act,  that  allows  owners 
of  real  property  to  declare  that 
they  are  not  in  the  rental  business 
and  to  ask  all  the  tenants  in  a 
building  to  vacate.  The  govern¬ 
ment  is,  once  again,  trying  to 
pass  laws  to  limit  or  curtail  the 
use  of  the  Ellis  Act.  Ever  since 
rent  control  started,  there  has 
been  a  push  to  strengthen  rent 
control  laws,  so  that  rents  do  not 
increase  so  much. 

We  have  had  rent  control  in 
San  Francisco  since  1979.  Is  it 
working  or  is  it  time  to  think  of  a 
better  way?  Regulating  anything 
can  work  for  a  while  until  market 
forces  catch  up.  Fortunately,  or 
unfortunately,  because  our  econ¬ 
omy  is  based  on  capitalism,  the 
market  forces  at  work  are  larger 


than  governmental 
forces. 

In  San 

Francisco,  the  rea¬ 
son  rents  are  going 
up  and  vacancies 
are  going  down  is 
that  we  do  not 
have  enough  hous¬ 
ing  to  meet  de¬ 
mand.  The  economy  is  doing 
well,  the  unemployment  rate  is 
low,  jobs  are  plentiful  and  people 
are  making  money.  This  is  why 
people  can  afford  to  pay  more 
rent. 

In  the  meantime,  tenants  who 
have  been  renting  the  same  units 
for  some  time  have  been  under 
rent  control  and  have  enjoyed 
minimal  rent  increases  of  ap¬ 
proximately  1  to  2  percent  per 
year  for  the  last  seven  years.  This 
keeps  their  rents  artificially  low 
and,  as  a  result,  they  tend  to  stay 
put  and  do  not  want  to  move. 
Then  toss  in  the  effects  of 
strengthening  rent  control,  result¬ 
ing  in  owners  pulling  some  units 
out  of  the  rental  market,  plus 
some  condo  conversions  and 
some  owner  move-ins,  all  lead¬ 
ing  to  less  supply. 

What  can  we  do?  We  would 
agree  that  everyone  should  have 
the  opportunity  to  live  in  San 
Francisco.  If  we  were  to  become 
a  city  of  haves  and  have  nots,  it 
would  dilute  the  richness  and 
culture  that  San  Francisco  has  to 
offer. 

If  we  can  agree  that  we  need 
more  supply  to  remedy  the  rental 
demand,  can  we  alter  some  of 
our  building  and  zoning  laws  to 
allow  for  more  construction  of 
rental  units?  The  developers  I 
have  spoken  to  say  that  building 
affordable  rental  units  just  does 
not  make  economic  sense  in  San 
Francisco  because  the  cost  of 
construction  is  so  high.  Add  to 
this  the  time  it  takes  to  get  plans 
through  City  Hall  and  high  per¬ 
mit  fees,  all  of  which  leads  them 
either  to  build  expensive  apart¬ 
ment  units  so  that  hey  can  make 
some  money,  or  build  low-in¬ 
come  housing  and  use  govern¬ 
ment  subsides  to  mitigate  their 
cost.  Either  way,  these  units  do 
not  help  the  middle  class  and  es¬ 
calating  rents. 

What  will  help  is  if  City  Hall 
turns  more  pro-development  in¬ 
stead  of  anti-growth,  cuts  down 
on  bureaucracy  and  encourages 
more  construction  of  rental  units. 
I  think  that  it  is  time  our  supervi¬ 
sors  spend  more  time  evaluating 
whether  rent  control  is  working 
and  trying  to  increase  our  hous¬ 
ing  supply,  rather  than  strength¬ 
ening  the  rent  control  ordinance.

lars  has  been  budgeted  for  the 
job. 

In  response  to  a  question  Con¬ 
cerning  the  effort  to  rebuild  the 
Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  Shelley 
said  he  worked  with  state  sena¬ 
tors  John  Burton  and  Jackie 
Speier  to  secure  federal  financing 
for  the  project  so  a  proposed 
bond  measure  on  the  November 
ballot  will  not  have  to  be  borne 
entirely  on  the  backs  of  city 
property-tax  payers, 

Up  to  $150  million,  or  about 
half,  of  the  proposed  bond  mea¬ 
sure  could  be  covered  by  the  fed¬ 
eral  government.  Part  of  the 
city’s  share  of  money  from  a  set¬ 
tlement  with  tobacco  companies 
would  pay  for  a  major  part  of  the 
approximately  $600  million  cost 
of  the  project.

the  Richmond  Police  Station  as  a 
sergeant. 

Ron  Miguel,  president  of  the 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond,  told  Horn  that  if  he 
were  watching  a  Jerry  Springer- 
type  show  featuring  a  “good  cop, 
bad  cop”  situation,  he  “couldn’t 
imagine  (Horn)  being  a  bad  cop.” 

Horn  praised  the  efforts  of  the 
Richmond  station  and  gave  them 
the  credit  for  helping  reduce 
crime  and  for  aggressively  en¬ 
forcing  traffic  laws  in  the  district. 

According  to  the  captain, 
Richmond  officers  have  written 
some  1,500  tickets  this  year  for 
traffic  infractions  and  jaywalk¬ 
ing.  Only  the  “solos”  -  the  mo¬ 
torcycle  officers  that  focus  most 
of  their  time  doing  traffic  en¬ 
forcement  citywidc  -  clocked 
more  tickets,  some  5,000  so  far 
this  year.  Richmond  officers  dou¬ 
bled  the  total  of  the  next  nearest 
neighborhood  police  station. 

“I  wanted  it  done  and  they  did 
it,”  Horn  said. 

Attending  the  forum  with 
Horn  was  Richmond  Station  Lt. 
Michael  Jefferies,  who  reported 
that  auto  theft  was  down  in  the 
district.  He  also  said  police  offi¬ 
cers  are  re-intensifying  their  ef¬ 
forts  to  ticket  traffic  violators. 

“We’re  starting  to  ticket  jay¬ 
walkers.  Get  the  word  out,” 
Jefferies  said.

Berkeley,  and  later  interned  at 
the  California  Coastal  Com¬ 
mission.  She  went  on  to  work  for 
the  Center  for  Marine  Conser¬ 
vation  in  Washington  D.C.  and 
then  opened  a  regional  office  in 
San  Francisco  which  prepared 
her  for  her  present  position. 
Brown  also  holds  a  Masters 
Degree  from  Tufts  University  in 
Urban  and  Environmental  Policy. 

Brown  is  known  as  sociable 
and  fun  person  by  people  who 
have  worked  with  her. 

“She  is  thorough,  comprehen¬ 
sive,  dedicated  and  knowledge¬ 
able  ...  she  is  very  outgoing”  said 
Pietro  Parravano,  president  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Federation  of 
Fishermans  Association. 

“We  are  fortunate  to  have  her 
as  director  of  FMSA.  Together 
we  can  promote  the  sustainable 
resources  of  the  sanctuary,” 
Parravano  said. 

Brown  wants  the  public  to 
know  they  have  a  role  to  play  in 
marine  conservation,  and  she  is 
optimistic  about  the  future  of  the 
sea. 


“As  a  more  developed 
species,  we’re  able  to  threaten  the 
existence  of  other  animals,” 
Brown  said.  “People  don’t  want 
to  harm  the  animals  or  the  ocean. 
It  is  a  matter  of  giving  them 
tools  and  information.  To  em¬ 
power  them  so  they  can  con¬ 
tribute  to  protecting  the  marine 
environment.” 

Brown  said  one  of  the  things 
that  people  can  to  do  is  control 
their  garbage  because  it  winds  up 
affecting  life  in  the  sea.  Some  of 
the  things  she  suggests  is  not 
pouring  hazardous  waste  down 
the  sink. 

“Cities  are  particularly  a  prob¬ 
lem  due  to  waste  that  washes 
down  storm  drains  which  in  most 
cities  connect  directly  to  the 
ocean,”  she  said.  “Pack  rings 
from  s'oda  and  beer  cans  should 
also  be  discarded  carefully  be¬ 
cause  marine  mammals  and  birds 
can  get  stuck  in  them.  Whales 
and  dolphins  will  eat  balloons  or 
plastic  bags.” 

As  president  of  FMSA, 
Brown  promotes  a  vision  to  help 
“Bay  Area  residents  live  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  ocean.  We  need  a 
vision  of  sustainability  so  we  can 
use  it  and  harvest  it  at  a  rate  that 
is  sustainable.”
